Seeing him recently in an 
eas\ chair at the Chemists' chit*, dress 
cd as a man »>f fashion and surronn I 
ed by the luxuries of modern eiviliza 
lion. oui*

twenty of the thirty eight years of his 
life had been spent iii strange lands 
and among savage peoples. 
But the tales Which he narrates Sn 
his well modulated voice are tales of 
(hiring and danger, tales of months 
spent 
in 
tangled 
Jungles 
through 
which the sun s rays never penetrate, 
tules of heartbreaking struggles with 
disease and famine, of death coming 
in the lightning-like clutch of the tinge 
boa const l ictor, iii the singing pol 
Honed arrow deadlier than the cobra's 
bite or in the form of the dread beri­ 
beri fever, which drags the strongest 
man shrieking to the grave in forty- 
eight hours. 
"The almost impenetrable forests of 
Brazil,” said Mr. Boynton in speaking 
of ins proposed expedition, “are, I be­ 
lieve, the most wonderful, the most 
beautiful aud the most terrible places 
in the world. 
“The Hooding of the rivers in the 
rainy season has washed away the 
earth from the tangled roots of the 
trees, and In some instances the trunks 
shoot up from the mass of roots twen­ 
ty feet above one's head. The heavy 
foliage with the millions of trailing 
vines aud creepers through which it is 
necessary to cut a path with machetes 
forms a dense shade, and I have gone 
for many jays without seeing the sky. 
“ In the tributaries of the Amazon 
are found a greater variety of fish 
tiiau in any other river In the world, 
aud the forests are alive with birds of 
all kinds of brilliant colors. There are 
IGM varieties of the humming bird al­ 
ready catalogued, and we hope to add 
still more to the store of ornithological 
knowledge. 
"Multo Grasso Is the name of the 
region which we will he the first white 
men to penetrate and means ‘tangled 
forests.’ It lies between the fifth and 
tenth parallels and the fiftieth and sev­ 
entieth meridians and. as you may see 
by the map. is marked ’unexplored.’ 
“Our party will consist of six well 
inown 
American 
scientists and an 
‘qual nu in her of 
Brazilian experts. 
Then there will be about twelve uni­ 
versity graduates and numerous serv­ 
ants, or about fifty in all. 
Already 
thirty university men have applied, 
but I shall insist on a rigid physical 
e x a m i n a t i o n and shall take only the 
fittest, as I do not wish our expedition 
to become a funeral procession. 
“We w ill make an especially fine col­ 
lection of birds and will send animals 
to the zoological garden in the Bronx 
which have never been seen In captiv­ 
ity, such as the big maned wolf, the 
giant otter, the spectacled bour, H um ­ 
boldt's logothric, a large species of 
ape, and tho ant eaters. 
“ In addition we will make a study of 
the natural advantages of the country, 
Its woods and minerals, aud will re­ 
cord as far as possible the languages 
and customs of the native tribes. The 
savages, who live only on the banks of 
the rivers, are in a very primitive state 
and when aroused are savage fighters. 
“We hope to avoid trouble, but will 
take along aluminium shields as a pro­ 
tection agamist their deadly arrows if 
any unpleasantness should arise. They 
are cannibals In time of war and when 
there is a famine will eat even their 
own children. 
For ttie most part, how­ 
ever, they are peaceful unless they 
fear they are about to be attacked. 
“ I)o I think there will be much dan­ 
ger In the trip? 
Yes, there will he 
enough for even the most venturesome. 
There will be danger from the natives, 
from fever, from poisonous snakes and 
reptiles and from wild animals—the 
Jaguar, which lies In wait on an over­ 
hanging branch, and the peccaries, the 
vicious wild boars, which gather In 
great numbers, at night and. surround­ 
ing a sleeping camp, ‘rush’ It like a 
band of Filipino guerrillas. 
On such 
occasions you lean out of your ham­ 
mock and shoot and shoot, but still 
they come on, and if by chance you 
should lose your balance and f a n ”— 
The explorer smiled. 
“Then there are the alligators, which 
are the largest In the world. 
But of 
course all those things must be count­ 
ed In the day’s work.” 
Mr. Boynton said he. knew of certain 
diamond fields In the district -to be coh­ 
ered which he believed might be bp 
crated, and there were vast tracts of 
rubber forests which could be Guide 
very profitable lf the Brazilian gov­ 
ernment could be induced to grant con 
cessions.
